LESS SUBSTANTIAL VESSEL WOULD

One of the narrowest escapes from 


{shipwreck in the history of the. port 
was that of the three-masted schoon- 
er Fannio and Fay at the mouth of 
the harbor Tuesday morning. 


While beating into the harbor she 


stranded on the southwest point of 
Wood Island at three o'clock. There 
was considerable sea on the time 
and the vessel pounded badly for an 
jour, when she wras forced off by her 
sails with the rising tide.

:PrlndIe, in a paper read before the 
•American Institute o! Electrical En- 
gineers at Milwaukee, Wis. Said Mr. 
.Piindle: 
Y 


"It is undoubtedly true that every 


'inventor must have some inventive or 


'Essential Parts of the Cord Knotter. 


••creative faculty; but this faculty may 
;be greatly assisted by knowing how. 
While reasoning can not 
constitute 


the whole of the inventive act, it can, 
so to speak, clear the way for it and 
rcnder.it easier of accomplishment. 
: 
"Most of all, inventions are an evo- 


lution from some previously Invented 
:form. 'The mind always thinks of the 
unknown in terms of the known.' 


"This evolution of an invention is 


more or less logical, and 
is 
oflen 


worked out by logical processes 
to 


such an extent that the really cre- 
ative work is greatly reduced as com- 
pared with what it would be if done 
by-the imagination alone. 
Edison is 


quoted as saying: 
'Any man can be- 


come an inventor if he has imagina- 
tion and pertinacity;' that 'invention 
is not so much inspiration as per- 
spiration.' 


The speaker then explained how he 


conceived three 
typical 
inventions 


had been evolved. 
To quote The Sen- 


'tlnel's abstract: 


"The first of these was the first au- 


tomatic valve gear for the steam en- 
gine, the invention of a boy, Humph- 
rey Potter. 
The second example of 


the evolution of an invention 
was 


that of a machine known as the cal- 
culagraph, which is used for calculat- 
ing and recording the charge on most 
•of the toll telephone messages in the 
United States. 
It will automatically 


subtract the time of day when 
the 


message began from the time of day 
when it ceased, and record the elapsed 
itlme, and will do this on the one ma- 
ichine for any number of overlapping 
messages. The third example was the 
'evolution of the knot-tying parts of a 
•self-binding harvester. 
The speaker 


.showed how the inventor first chose 
>a simple 
form of 
knot 
and 
then 


studied the Lying of It with his hands 


"until he had devised a way by which 


_ 
-he could tie it with the use of only 
two fingers of one hand! One of the 
.fingers had a simple rotary move- 
ment with the arm, and the other fin- 
ger had, beside the rotary'movement, 


pa simple opening and closing move- 
ment toward and away from the first 
finger, to grasp the cord at a certain 
^period in.1 the revolution. Mr. Prindle 


. ;went through these operations with 


•his own fingers and tied knots to il- 
'lustrate these motions. With this ex- 
^haustive and ingenious consideration 
'of his problem the inventor had only 
a simple piece of mechanism to pro- 
duce to accomplish his purpose. 
The 


mechanism really only consisted of 
'two mechanical fingers on a shaft, 
'and a cam for working the clamping 
finger."

UTILIZING WASTE GASES. 


Economy Practiced in Germany fs 


Yet to Be Learned in This Country. 


In Germany a revolution is In prog- 


ress in the direction of the replacing 
of steam driven machinery by gas en- 
gines, which consume the gases escap- 
ing from blast furnaces and, coke 
ovens, such utilization of power hav- 
ing already been applied to about one- 
half of the coke producing capacity 
of: Germany. 


The economy which is being so gen- 


erally practiced in Germany is almost 
unknown in this country, as it is in 
Great Britain, but the British having 
begun economy in Wales, it is to bV 
presumed that the 
coal and colco 


plants of the United States will not | 
lag behind in this progressive move- 
ment. The utilization of the enormous 
horsepower now going to waste in this 
country, says the New Orleaus Times- 
Democrat, would add much to the na- 
tional wealth and cheapen one of the 
most generally used products of the 
country. 
Mr. Rossi, an 
American 


engineer, has estimated that the pow- , blowers' 


er which could be saved In the metal- 
lurglc Industries of the United State? 
must amount to some millions of 
horsepower, and ho believes that an 
output of fully one million horsepower 
could be maintained continuously. 


1 
In converting the millions of tons 


of-coal turned annually into coko in 
this country one-fifth of the weight 
goes off,in the form of escaping gases', 
of which experiments have shown 
'that about one-fourth could be used In 
gas engines. In the operation of blast 
furnaces Mr. Rossi calculates that 
from 30 to 35 horsepower could be ob^ 
talned from the gases which escape In 
the manufacture of a single ton of pig 
iron, and when either of these figures 
is multiplied by the tonnage of pig 
iron annually manufactured in tliis 
country it will be seen that the waste 
is enormous.
